Given in Summary 


British troops now are within two 
mi'es of Seres, one of the most im- 
portant towns in the strip of Greek 
Macedonia, occupied by the Bulgar- 
ians shortly before Rumania entered 
the war. 
The capture of two ,more 
towns east of the Struma river also 
is announced in an official British 
statement in Saloaiki. 


The sustained character of the of- 
fensive on the part of the British 
troops, which forced a passage of the 
Struma, indicates that after several 
momentary efforts, serious operations 
have been undertaken on the Mace- 
donian front. Not only in the Struma 
region, but in the territory south and 
southeast of 
Monastir, 
where the 
Serbians have been making import- 
ant progress recently, heavy 
fighting 
has been under way. 
It is probably 
these operations have been under- 
taken partly to relieve the pressure 
on the Rumanians, who are beinf. 
hard pressed by the Bulgarians and 
their Austrian and German allies.

and similar-journals. 
This "news" is 
supplied by 
the

News 
Service which is entirely a Heart or- 
ganization. 
This 
action 
follows re- 
j)eated breaches of faith by the Hearst 
organization. 
One of the latest 
in- 
stances was a message in the Chicago 
Examiner, headed "London in Flames" 
and purporting to describe a Zeppelin 
•raid. 
It was never sent from London. 


"The 
disciplinary 
measure 
taken 
against the International News Service 
Is a satisfactory sign that the govern- 
ment apj)reciates the importance 
of 
dealing 
drastically 
with 
lying 
ncAvs 
agencies. 
The tone of Mr. 
Hearst's 
newspapers 
is 
strongly 
anti-British 
•l)ut the action oC the government has 
not been inspired liy any 
resentment 
a t their opinions.

The government of the United States 
has received the identical memorandii 
of 
the governments of France, Great 
Britain, Russia and 
Japan in 
which 
neutral governments are expected '"to 
take efTicacious measures 
tending 
to 
prevent belligerents, regardless of their 
use, to 
avail themselves 
of 
neutral 
waters, roadsteds and harbors." 
These 
governments point out the facility pos- 
sessed by such craft to avoid supervi- 
sion or surveillance 
or 
determination 
of their national character and 
their 
power "to do injury that ia inherent in 
their very nature," as well as the "ad- 
ditional facilities" afforded because of 
having at their disposal places where 
they can rest and replenish their sup- 
plies. 


Apparently, 
on 
these 
grounds, 
the 
allied governments hold that "subma- 
rine vessels must be excluded from the 
benefit of the rules heretofore accepted 
under international law regarding the 
admission and sojourn of war and mer- 
chant vessels in neutral waters, road- 
steds or liarbors; any submarine of a 
belligerent that once enters a neutral 
harbor must be held there," and there- 
fore the allied governments "warn neu- 
tral powers of the great danger to nei:- 
Iral submarines attending the naviga- 
tion of waters visited by the subma- 
rines of belligerents."' 


In reply the government of the Uni- 
ted States must express 
its 
surprise 
that tliere appears to be an endeavor 
of the allied powers to dcterm'hie the 
rule of action governing what they re- 
gard as a "novel .situation," in respect 
to the use of submarines in time of 
war and to enforce acceptance of that 
rule, at least in part, by warning neu- 
tral powers of the great danger to their 
submarines in waters that may be vis- 
ited by belligerent submarines. 


In tlie opinion of the government of 
the United States the allied powers have 
not set forth any circumstances, nor i.-^ 
the government of the United States at 
present 
aware 
of any 
circumstances, 
concerning the use of war or merchant 
submarines which would render the ex- 
isting rule.« of international law inap- 
plicable to tiiem. 


In view of this fact and of the nn 
tice and waniing of the allied powers 
announced 
in their 
men;fle-anda under 
acknowledgment it is incumbent ujpon 
the government of the United States to 
notify the governments of France, Great 
Britain, Russia and Japan that, so far 
as the treatment of either war or mer- 
chant submarines in American 
waters 
ia concerned, the government 
of 
the 
United States reserves its liberty 
of 
action in all respects and will 
treat 
such vesfels as. in its opinon, become« 
the action of a power whicli may b(. 
said to have taken the first steps to- 
ward establishing the principles of neu- 
trality and whicii for over a century has 
maintHined tho.se principles in the tra- 
ditional spirit and with the high sense 
of impartinlity in Avhich they wore con- 
ceived.

In • order, however, that there should 
be no misunderptamling as to the atti- 
tude of the United States the govern-

that responsibility for any conflict that 
may arise between belligerent warships 
and neutral submarinea on account of

Outline of Story of 
"Faust" at the Palace 


His Opera is to Be Sung in 
French—^Audience Will Enjoy 
It Better if Story Is Familiar. 


The great poem of "I^aust," by Goethe, 
parts of which are given in the produc- 
tion of grand opera at the Palace on 
Thursday evening, 
is 
to some extent 
familiar 
to 
everyone. 
At least few 
young people arc there who do not at 
least know that incident in the story of 
Marguerite, of Rouet, during which she 
counts the petals of the daisy and sings, 
"He loves me, he loves me not." 
But 
there is much that 
people unfamiliar 
with the opera 
or 
the 
poem do not 
know. 
The action takes place in the 
middle age, near the Rhine. 
The poet, 
in his poem, presents with frankness 
the allurements of unlawful pleasure, 
with the evil, satanic influences attend- 
ing the indulgence thereof, and the bit- 
ter punishment following the sin com- 
mitted even under greatest of tempta- 
tion. 
At the same time is drawn the 
picture of the saving power of a gentle, 
pure, loving and prayerful soul obtain- 
ing deliverance through trust in God. 
The plan of the poem is this: 
Satan 
had obtained leave of the Deity to tempt 
and try the learned alchemist, Doctor 
Faust,, who had 
attained nearly 
the 
summit of human wisdom. 
Note the 
beginning of Dr. Faust's undoing. 
He 
begins to complain, to be morbid, to feel 
that there is no use in living longer and 
decides to take poison. 
Finally, in the 
proxysm 
of 
mental 
and 
spiritual 
gloom tiiat has come over him, Faust 
becomes frenzied, curses everything beau- 
tiful and calls on iSatan, avIio, to -the 
dismay of Fuust, at once a))pears in 
the shape of Mephistopheles, a courtly, 
genteel and mocking devil. 
Then fol- 
lows the agreement 
in 
which Faust 
promise,s that in return for the rcstora-^ 
tion of youth and its vigor for a time' 
he will afterwards become the servant 
of Mephistopheles. 
And as a temptation 
to win the signature to the contract, the 
demon raises an appaiition of Margue- 
rite of Rouet before the eyes of Faust. 
Then Faust signs the parclmient to sell 
his soul to Satan. 


Following the act comes tlie introduc- 
tion to the village scene' the soldiers, 
the students and the citizens, including 
Valentino, who is Marguerite's brotlier, 
and Siebel, a friend of \'alentine's. who 
is in love 
with 
Marguerite, but too 
timid to declare it. 
Valentine is about 
to leave for the war when Iklephistopheles 
and Faust 
enter 
the scene. 
Mephis- 
topheles offends by singing tiie "Calf of 
({old" and the .«tudents draw swords up- 
on iiim, but they 
break 
in 
the nir. 
Then the stmlents reverse tiieir swords 
an.l show their cross-shaped hilts, and 
the devil vanishes. 
Later is seen the 
village dance, 
where 
Marguerite aj)- 
peara and Seibel plucks flowers for iu-r. 
Again enter Faust aiul the devil. 
Faust 
displavs ilia admiration ami Marguerite 
spurns him, as he. is a stranger. Again 
i.s more temptation of Faust by ilcphis- 
topheles, for the former half rcsolve.s 
to let the pure and gentle girl alone. 
But a casket of jewels is brought by 
Mephistopheles and placed where they 
will be seen by IMarguerite. 
And when 
later she find.s them and yields to the 
temptation of adorning herself in them 
Faust appears and begins to win her 
friendship. 
Considerable time elapses 
following the scene in the garden, dur- 
ing M-hich Aiarguerite yields to the flat- 
tery and 
protestations 
of 
love from 
Faiist and acknowledges her love for 
him.

Such returns as are yet available on the state-wide registration 
|n Indiana on Monday, and from those occasional precincts which took 
jadvantage of a provision whereby they were enabled to continue the 
Registration of belated voters on Tuesday, make it certain that the 
;total has far eclipsed any former figures save those of the first year in 
•which Indiana's registration law went into effect. It insures that 
the vote in November will be much larger than any previously cast in 
this state, for to the new figures must be added those voters wlio were 
not required to re-register this year because they were already quali- 
fied. The gain represents not only those who did not register in 1912, 
but the thousands of young men who have comc into their majority in 
Indiana since that time. 


It will be noted that political leaders of all factions unite in ex- 
pressing pleasure and satisfaction over the outcome, and, regardless 
of the guesses as to Avhat the big registration may portend or may not 
portend—and you can easily justify your own faith ou this proposi- 
tion, whatever it may be—it is gratifying to note that but an in- 
finitesimally small fraction of the legal voters failed to qualify. It 
cannot be charged that there is anything of apathy among Indiana 
voters this year. They purpose to have a part in the rendering of the 
big verdict. 


And this is as it should be. The time is a vital one. The issue to 
be decided is whether there shall be the recogjiition of endorsement

•'Someone many years / ^ o wrote a 
wonderful bit of philosopiiy >vbich ut 
lirst was refiardod as a passiiiji com- 
ment, but which liually bccamo tlie foun- 
dation tliou<;ht of the whole scheme of 
civic readjustment. 
He .«aid: 


"'Tlie mind of a child is as a sheet 
of white paper, to be writteji on by the 
thiufTs which 
make 
u)) hid environ- 
ment.' 


"Tiiis wa.s a somewhat new doctrine; 
for theretofore most ¡¡ersons bad held 
to tiie belief that liuiiian beiiifis were 
born with cradica.ble traits, which were 
more or less static, uuciuingeable. 


•'The world, b.owever, awolco to the 
realization that environment wa.s vital 
to till' formation of clean 
character; 
that children were not born bad, but 
that, if tbcy became bad, it was in a 
liirfje deyrei' due to <he bad influence.s 
with which they came iu contact. 


'•Observe how this 
jirinciple 
inter- 
worked witli the wliole fabric of social 
activitios - plea.sant, relinell homes, de- 
sirable dwellings, 
liouses and ground'», 
clean cities, orderly cities, cities of clean 
polities, of well conducted 
b\isincspcs, 
cities in which there were civic devices 
which made for cordial community rela- 
tionship; as 
well 
yileasant farm 
homes, the retention of the young folks 
on tbo farms by making them more de- 
sirable aa places for living and working 
than the too-crowded cities. 


"It seems to me this should be a pow- 
erful appeal to the mothers of children, 
not only to consent to, but to demand 
insistently, the creation of the best 
civic conditions possible of attainment. 
We never can, nor should we tire of 
divelling on the wonders of motherhood, 
i,he 
infinite 
sweetness 
of that 
most 
sacred relationship, its vitality to the 
welfare of Boeiety, to the preservation 
of human souls. 


"This motherhood brings -with it vast 
re.'ponsibiUties, intimate as to the sepa- 
rate family, and equally clear as to the 
larger human family, which lives in a 
city, or dwells in a rural 
region—the 
communrty of city or country. 
These 
responsibilities will be best met by real- 
izing all the salient elements—the home 
duties and the community duties. You 
cannot wrap around yourselves a robe 
of exclusiveness, and Hv^ apart. 
Your 
lives arc inter-woven with the live.s of 
every other member of the community. T 
care not how exclusive your home mav 
seem to be—the. food you eat, the cloth-

Speaks to Young Women's League. 
Mr. Lathrop was the principal speaker 
Tuesday evening a t the meeting of tha 
VoTUig 'Women s League of the Plym- 
outh church. 
Jlo spoke in part as fol- 
lows : 


'•If this organization of y«»ng women 
would find something that jiertains to 
cily jilanning which would afford them 
an opjiortiinity to Hcrvo their day ar.d 
generation, I suggest that they interest 
themselves 
in the great 
playground 
movement which ia sweeping across the 
country. 
Those who know of it tech- 
nically aa a civic device declare that it 
is one of the most salient factors in the 
later-day improvement of our cities. 


"I wonder whether a specific experi- 
ence Mrs. Lathrop and I had might not 
be useful to illustrate what I mean. 


"In 1908 we spent the summer in^Cbi- 
cago. 
At that 
time the newspapers 
were filled each day with accounts of 
an epidemic of crime jvhich seemed to 
have swe])t 
into its maw the young 
men of tjjiat 
city. 
Bands 
of 
youn^ 
thugs were nightly assaulting pedestri- 
ans. 
Life became cheap, for killings 
were, frequent. 


"One evening, 
starting 
towards the 
lake front, avc were stopped by a wom- 
an who came hurriedly from a liouse and 
warned us that to go onward was ti^ 
run into the danger zone. 
The youn 
thugs had made that region forbiddf 
ground. 
Although we went onward and 
were not harmed, yet others were, an<l 
many. 


"Five years later wo returned to iti- 
quire a.s to that region from the same 
wonuni, and she took us to the publi" 
playground 
near by. 
There we were 
introduce<I to 'Jim,' the loyal 
backer 
of the public playground supervisor. Jim 
wa.«! tl)e fellow who had headed the 
gang of thugs in 1008, against 
\yhieh 
wo were warned 
that night. 
He wan 
th(? mainstay of that playground. HP 
wa.s iudispeúsable. 
rriio supervisor said 
she.did not understand how .liiii mado 
a living, and a t the same time dcroted 
so much time to: tlie playground. work, 
was 
.orifnniíer- of 


play for the children; he was the helper 
of every kid who resorted there; he was 
respected, loved, and admired by ail 
who knew anything of the line work 
done through tluit playground. 
And bo 
bad 
been saved 
from a 
permanently 
criminal

Im- 
mediately upon his assumtpoi of com- 
mand here last January he began to pre- 
pare for just such an attack, and the 
victory at Romanai was due to his fore- 
sight. 


The Turkish expedition imdoubtedly 
was engineered by German officers who 
laid elaborate plans for the advance from 
the direction of lil Arish, a Turkish post 
on the northern coast, ninety miles from 
tlie canal. 
About half this distance is 
through waterless desert and at 
this 
time of year the heat is intolerable. 
I t 
would bo impossible for men to inarch 
for 
in 
these 
sands ooe cink» to tlM 


ankles at every step, and horses are not 
fitted for work of this kind. 
The only 
means of transportating troops and sup- 
plies was on camels and this was the 
method employed. About fourteen thou- 
sand of these beasts were ueed. 


Unable to drag the heavy gun car- 
riages through the loose, deep sands, 
the Turks constructed roads by digging 
small parallel trenches wliich would lit 
the carriage wheels, and 
filling 
these 
tracks with the scrubby plants which 
represented the only vegetable life out- 
side the oasis. 
These wiry plants form- 
ed a cushion over 
which 
sand was 
thrown, making a very practicable road 
for the guns. 
In some places where the 
sand was too loose and deep for this 
track, planks were laid lengthwise un- 
der the wheels. 


Progress was necessarily 
slow 
and 
long before the Tiurks reached the water- 
ed positions which they took up some 
miles in front of Romani, the British 
were ready and waiting for them. The 
defenders did not attack, for it .was the 
plan to draiv the invoders on to an as- 
Mult U iKMsible. ^Genenl Murray de* 


cided that he would wait a certain length 
of time and then force the issue if the 
Turks had not advanced. 
It seemed al- 
most like a folorn hope that the Turks, 
with their astute 
German 
leadership, 
would be led on to an attack on the 
Romani position, for the whole country 
in this section is covercd with great 
steep dunes, some of which cannot bo 
climbed in places because of the sliding 
sands. 
All these dunes were well pro- 
tected by the British. 
However, as had 
been hoped, at midnight OR August 3, 
the Turks began the attack which end- 
ed in complete disaster for them on Au- 
gust 5. 


Just what persuaded the Turks to try 
to take this apparently impregnable po- 
sition is a matter of considerable spec- 
ulation. 
Some express the opinion that 
they were misinformed as to the nature 
of the battleground. 
Others think thcjy 
misjudged the 
British 
strength 
and 
hoped, despite the difficulties presented, 
to take the position and e.stab)ish a 
bate from which they could work against 
the canal.

They fought bravely and their artil- 
lery shooting was very accurate and ef- 
fective in places, but no body of attack- 
tacking troops could hope to fight their 
way through tlieae dunes when opposed 
by artillery, machine guns, cavalry and 
entrenched infantry.

observer, which landed beside him to 
render assistance. 
It was found that 
tiie (lauiagetl machine was past repair 
and the aviators burned it to prevent it 
ivoni tiillin^- into the hands of the Turks. 
The problem then was whether the res- 
•iiny ;unii)laiio would be able to carry 
the three men away. All three climbed in. 
the rescued man crowding in on top of 
the observer.

made to get away, but the. ground was 
bad and the load too heavy. Finally one 
of the aviators found a stretch of hard 
ground to which the machine was taken 
and finally it got into the air with its 
big load. 


Ninety miles across the desert 
the 
three jne|i flew until they reached safe- 
ty at K^ntara. 
It is claimed that no 
two>pa«a«aaar juachine has ever before 


llown ninety miles with three people 
aboard and that the rescue is one of 
the most imusual since the beginning 
of the war. 


The El Arish raid aL-.i resulted in 
another unusual feat. 
The Turks were 
attacked by British machine tjr ui fire 
from a height of 200 feet and ouo Brit- 
ish aviator descendetl to within lOo feet 
of a Turkish 
aeroplane 
which 
waL> 
standing on the ground surroiaided by 
seven or eight mechanics, and dropped 
u bomb Avliicli blew machine and men 
to pieces. 


It is said that as a result of this raid 
the Turkish air service was completely 
disorganized for a monKh.

ENIKOFM 


Asks Why It Cannot Emu- 
late Industrial Devel- 
opment There. 


The Hague, Netherlands. Sept. 30.—« 
(Correspondence 
of 
The 
Associated 
Fre.ss)- .Java is turning its gaze on the 
enormous modern 
industrial 
develop- 
ment in Japan, and asking M-hv, with 
its 30,000,000 
indu-strious 
people, it 
should not emulate .Japan. 
The Dutch 
minister for the Colonies charged HenH 
Hubert van Kol, socialist member of tht 
first chamber of parliment, with an in¿ 
quiry into .Japan's industrial evolution; 
and Air. \'au Kol's report strongly urges 
that the .Japanese government's many- 
sided activities in encouraging and fos- 
tering the 
large 
industries 
shall bo 
adopted and improved upon by the Dutch 
authorities in Java. 


Mr. Van Kol shows that, wiiile in 
1890 Japan's e.K|)ort of industrial pro- 
ducts fgrnied IS jier cent, of the whole, 
in 1902 this had risen to 38 per cent, 
and in 1913 to 45 per cent.; whereas 
agricultural exports declined from 51.6 
per cent, to 37.8 and 35.7. 


His main recommendation 
to 
the 
Netherlands government is that a cen- 
tral bureau for native industry shall be 
established in Java, following the ex- 
amjile of Japan, which body would fur- 
ther industrial development by the gath« 
ering of data, by subsidies, erection of 
ipodei factories and the like, and inci- 
dentally by an inquiry into the possi- - 
bility of silk culture in the Dutch East 
Indies. 


The theorj* of racial incapacity of ad- 
justment to 
industrial 
conditions has 
been e.vplodcd. saj's Mr. Van Kol, by the 
experience with the Japanese. 
Indeed, 
he rasrrds conditions in Java and the 
qualities of the Javanese, "the most 
docile people on earth," as in many re- 
spects particularly favorable to indus- 
trial development.

Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 11.—A danger 
more menacing to the peace and well- 
being of the United States than 
any 
that has yet confronted it would result 
from the defeat of President Wilson for 
re-election, is the opinion of formep- Gov- 
ernor Judson Harmon, of Ohio. 


Harmon, twice governor, former at- 
torney general of -the United States un- 
der President Cleveland, 'railroad execu- 
tive and student of world politics, told 
today for the first time what, in the 
present campaign, he considered the is- 
sue that should determine the course of 
American voters Nov. 7. 


•'The biggest question in this cam- 
paign," Harmon declared, "is whether an 
administration AvJiich, in the midst of a 
world war, with tremendous forces at 
work to drag us into the conflict, has 
kept us at peace and prosperous, is to 
be upheld or discrediteil. 


"Between the election Nov. 7 and the 
inauguration March 4, four months will 
elapse. 
Should President Wilson be de- 
feated, those would be four months in 
which his hands 
would be 
absolutely 
tied in handling the delicate diplomatic 
negotiations that 
alone have kept 
us 
from becoming tangled in war. 


"For to- other nations. President Wil- 
son's defeat would mean simpl.y that his 
foreign policy 
had 
been 
discredited— 
that the people of the United States re- 
fused to back him up in his efforts to 
keep this country at peace. 


"Foin- months between his defeat and 
the inauguration of the new axlministra- 
tion would be a period of absolute chaos 
so far us our foreign relations were con- 
cerned. 
And 
out 
of 
this 
condition 
might—and 
under 
present 
conditions 
very likely would—arise complications of 
the greatest danger to the future of this 
country. 


"In times like these a nation's great- 
est safeguard is its solidity. 
In Europe 
the people are standing solidly behind 
their governments—are 
backing 
them 
up with their lives. 


"Petty differences, minor domestic is- 
sues and disagreements, are laid aside 
till the big danger has passed. Nothing 
is permitted to weaken the solid sup- 
port they are giving their government 
in a time of crisis. 


"But this is a time of crisis for the. 
United States as Avell as for the nations 
of Europe. 
We, too,'must back up our 
administration. 
Not because we are in 
war, but because it has- kept us out 
of war. 
By supporting the course of 
the Wilson 
administration 
with 
our 
votes, we will lessen the likelihood of 
having to support the «x irae of some 
other administration with our lives. 


'"I can think of nothing so lament- 
able for this nation, in a time of peace 
and plenty, Avhich has been secured <o 
us only by the tireless efl'orts of Presi- 
dent Wilson, to invite danger and dis- 
aster by a change of administration. 


"Fivery issue Hughes has raised or has 
sought to raise is insignilieant beside 
the issue^of Avhcther President Wilson's 
handling of our foreign relations is to 
be upheld or discredited. 


"Hughes has been a great disappoint- 
ment. 
He ha« not measured up to pres- 
idential standards. 


"His campaign reveals himself and his 
party managers simply as job-seekers. 


"They 
offer 
nothing 
constructive; 
they are simply seeking to becloud and 
obscure the real issue, which is wheth- 
er we wish to overthrow an administra- 
tion which, in time of war, has kept tis 
at peace; whether we wish to jeopard 
our peace by turning over our govern- 
ment, at a time of crisis, to an inex- 
perienced, imtried administration." 


Harmon, an 
astute 
politician, 
with 
many sources from Avhich to draw in- 
formation as to the course of the cam- 
paign, declares \^•ilson is making head- 
way both in Ohio and the nation 
at 
large. 
Also he declares the 
defection 
of the (iennan-American vote has been 
largelj- exaggerated by re])ublicans. 


"Cincinnati is a sort of German strong- 
hold." he said, "but 
Wilson will 
get 
many votes among Cintinnati Oermans. 
The more they see and hear of Hughe^', 
the better they like Wilson.

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Hughes in Reply to Claims 


of Harvard President 


Emeritus.

11—Charles 
B. 
Hughes, speaking in the great 
armory 
here where Woodrow Wilson 
first 
waa 
ncmlnated for the presidency, last night 
assailed Mr. WHaon's policy as president 
toward the promotion of American trade 
atroad, and replied to published state- 
ments of Br. Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard, InGorsing the presi- 
dent's policy. 


••Dr. Eliot pierces the heart of the mat- 
ter," Mr. Hughes said, '•and he finds that 
the record of the administration means 
this: 
'No intervention by force of arms 
to protect on foreign soil American com- 
mercial and manufacturing 
adventurers 
Ti ho of their own free will have invested 
their money or risked their lives in for- 
eign pn^rt.-i under alien jurisdiction." 


"Think of the import of that, you who 
rcpre.sent the be.'st genius of the world 
and are 
thinkin;? of using it 
abroad. 
Think of that, you who, it is suggested, 
are to be asked to finance the chief under- 
takings of the world. Think of that, mer- 
chants, salesmen, tellers, clerks and deal- 
ers, who in 'serving the world' take your 
place remote from your friends and safe- 
guards, in communities where revolutions 
are frequent and only the respect for your 
flag and the power it symbolizes may 
stand between you and ruin, or even 
death." 


Mr. Hughes read the democratic plat- 
form plank of 1912, declaring for the pro- 
tection of American rights abroad, and 
asked if it were "molasses to catch flies." 
He declared that the protection it prom- 
ised had been "deliberately and deplor- 
ably refused." 
He quoted from a recent 
speech of the pre-sident outlining the ad- 
ministration's ideas with respect to the 
development abroad of American enter- 
prise and asserted that it was impossible 
to "square the fine words now used with 
the actions" of the administration. 


"Dollar diplomacy," Mr. Hughes said, 
was what encouragement to the devel- 
opment of American interests abroad was 
dubbed, something shockingly reprehen- 
sible." 


"In consequence I may say," the nom- 
inee added, "that in respect to American 
interests abroad wo have had not only 
diplomacy without dollars but diplomacy 
without sense."

Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 11.—In a. re- 
port submitted today to the convention 
of the American Electric Railway as- 
sociation in session here a special In- 
vestigating committee strongly recom- 
mended 
compulsory 
life, 
health 
and 
accident 
insurance 
for all 
American 
wage earners. 


The committee, which consists of E. 
W. Rice, president of the General Elec- 
tric company, H. G. Brandlee, a Boston 
banker, and James D. Mortimer, pres- 
ident of a New York bank, has under- 
taken to cover the same ground as that 
studied by the federal industrial rela- 
tions commission 
to 
investigate the 
economic 
status 
of the wage 
earner 
and his relations with the employer. 
The report submitted today was con- 
fined to the insurancfc for wage earn- 
ers. 
One of the conclusions 
reached 
by the committee that compulsory in- 
surance system of Germany is the only 
one that provides reasonably adequate 
protection for all 
workers. 


"Voluntary insurance systems 
have 
failed to carry life insurance protection 
.generally into the lower wage 
levels 
where It is most needed," said the re- 
port. 
"In the absence of compulsory 
regulations the American workmen will 
go without life insurance 
protection':" 
State 
insurance, 
the 
committee 
de- 
clared has not been a "conspicuous suc- 
cess" and labor unions as now orgstn- 
ized "do not and cannot be expected to 
provide the insurance needed by wage 
earners and their famUles." 
Regard- 
ing the public pension systems the re- 
port says 
"that 
the failure to 
make 
adequate provisions for the according 
liabilities 
under these 
pension 
plans 
has been the universal shortcoming of 
such administration." 


Greatest progress has been made in 
securing social insurance for

employes, 
the 
report 
states, 
through 
mutual 
benefit 
associations 
supported and managed jointly by em- 
ployers and emploj-es. 


The committee of which Mr. Morti- 
mer Is chairman^ plans to devote its

old age pensions, minimum wage, em- 
ployes' thrift

FAIIMi>l!ODUCTSPIIICES 
CONK TO ADVANCE 


Washington, Oct. 11.—Prices of farm 
products continue to risa 
Producers 
were being paid 27.6 per cent more on 
October 1 than a year ago, the depart- 
ment of agriculture announced today in 
its monthly statement of the level of 
prices on principal crops. 


The level increased 1.3 per cent dur- 
ing September compared with a decrease 
of about 3 per cent during that month 
in the last eight years.

FREEZING POINT OF MERCURY. 


Government Bureau of Standards An- 
nounces Its FindinK. 


Washington, Oct. 11.—The freezing" 
point of cercury, it was announced by 
the bureau of standards today, after a 
careful investigation, is minus 38 and 
S7-I0()thfl degrees centrigrade or minus 
37 and 97-100th3 degrees Fahrenheit. 


The matter is of importance to ther- 
mometer makers, as marking the low- 
est limit to which a mercury thermome- 
ter my be used. 


Panama^ Oct. 5.—(Correspondence of 
The 
Associated 
Press)—Protests 
by 
William Jennings Price, American min- 
ister to Panama, against the appoint- 
ment of Judge Demosthenes Arosemena 
as attorney-general of the republic, have 
caused considerable comment here. 


Mr. Price's objections to Judge Arose- 
m e ^ are based on the latter's alleged 
anti-American acts, dating back to the 
time when, as superior judge of the 
criminal court, he dealt with the cases 
of Panama policemen who shot unarmed 
American soldiers on the streets of Pan- 
ama on July 4, 1912, and on two oc- 
casions in the spring of 1915. 
In these 
cases there was no doubt, to the foreign 
element at least, that the policemen had 
shot with malice or in a degree of ex- 
citement which bordered on criminal un- 
fitness. 


In the case of the Fourth of July 
riots. Judge Arosemena delivered an op- 
inion in which ho denounced the conduct 
of the American soldiers and found that 
only one of the score of policemen ar- 
raigned was guilty of misconduct. This 
one had been dead about a month at the 
time the opinion was delivered. Tn sub- 
sequent cases the American minister in- 
sisted that Judge Arosemena be not al- 
lowed on the bench. 


Fmrther venting his alleged grievances 
against the 
Americans, 
Judge Arose- 
mena last year published, under the nom 
de plume of "Leo Frank" an arraiirnment 
of the American conduct of affairs on 
the Isthmus in M'hich ho made caustic 
comments on Gov, Goethals and other 
American officials and tlie commissary 
stores of the canal, which he claimed 
were ruining the economic independence 
of Panama. He has published other less 
virulent anti-American notes over his 
own name. 


Recently Judge Arosemena published 
a letter in which he disclaimed any anti- 
American feeling, saying the opposition 
to him was purely a matter of personal 
spite. 
A year ago he went to the Uni- 
ted States to study penal institutions 
and at the instance of the secretary of 
foreign affairs, Mr. Price gave hJm a 
letter of introduction, in which he spoke 
of him in commendatory terms. It is 
reported that Arosemena is using this 
letter that Price once thought highly of 
him and has changed his mind for per-
